Geneva, October 2.—The fifth as- 
sembly of the league of nations ended 
its labors today by unanimously adopt- 
ing a resolution recommending that all 
states accept the protocol of arbitra- 
tion and security. 

Apart from the elaboration of the 
protocol for the peaceful settlement of 
international disputes, the outstanding 
feature of the sessions was the insist- 
ence of the delegates that economic 
problems, popularly regarded as be- 
longing exclusively to the domestic 


| jurisdiction of states, must be solved 


on an international basis, if all causes 
of war wold really be removed. This 
insistence was voiced by several speak 
ers, especially those representing 
France; it is implied in the protocol 
itself, and for a time dominated the 
discussions of the European jurists as 
they strove to fashion a pact which 
would not unduly alarm all nations 
which jealously gd@ard the doctrine of 
states’ rights, 
Idea of Pact Explained. 

The idea behind the movement, 4s 
explained to The Associated Tress’ 
correspondent by the jurists tonight, 
is that the league of nations, having 
decided to outlaw all war, must logi- 
cally turn its attention to all possible 
causes of conflict and endeavor to 
eradicate them. Fed by the growing 
spirit of internationalism, as a com- 
plement to nationalism and state sov- 
ereignty, the jurists contend that 
world opinion now demands that cer- 
tain vital problems affecting the 


world as a whole, such as immigration

Recalls Promises of 1920. 

“How many remember tle glowing 
and brilliant promises that signalized 
the vear in the campaign in 1920? 
Who was there in that year of grace 
who wanted a promise of anything 
that couldn’t procure it? ... 

“Tt is not surprising that some of 
those promises, at least, the republi- 
can party did not perform. But one 
promise they made was performed in 
letter and in spirit. They promised 
to zive to this country an uwdministra- 
tion of law in congress und in the 
executive chamber entirely different 
from the administration of Woodrow 
Wilson. That promise the American 
people know has been kept.

Diplo- 
matic and consular representatives, 
by special permission of their respec- 
tive-governments, addressed the <on- 
gress, their subject being “The Com- 
mercial Relations of the Countries of 
the Americas as to Imports, Exports, 
Trade Balances, Barriers aud Present 
Opportunities.”

THE PEACE PROTOCOL. 

Without going into details as to 
the various covenants of the pro- 
tocol agreed upon by the League of 
Nations for the outlawing of inter- 
national war, the following terse, 
clear and definite agreement be- 


tween the tnembers is sufficient to 


show its enormous and splendid 
value to the signatory states: 


“The signatory states agree in no 
case to resort to war, either with one 
nother or against a state which, if 
‘occasion arises, accepts all the obli- 
gations hereafter set out, except in 
ease of resistance to acts of aggres- 
sion or when acting in agreement with 
the council or assembly of the League 
of Nations in accordance with the 


provisions of the covenant and the 
« ‘present protocol.” 
' The other articles merely serve 


toward the setting-up of the machin- 
ery for arbitration, the relationship 
of the world court to the league, 
and the strengthening of the parent 


organization. 

The United States, as a nation, 
will not be a party to this agree- 
ment, It seeks the peace of the 
world, ft says, but it will take no part 


in pledging itself to help to that end 
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/ Inthe present instance the league

And in the 
face of the fact that the Geneva 
covenant, signed by all of the great 
nations of the world except the 
United States, is the product of an 
American heart and soul and vision! 
The isolationist, who feeds a 
political appetite on unrest and dis- 
tress, is professing today to find 
comfort in the compromise reached 
at Geneva over Japan’s partial suc- 
cess in winning a compromise in the 
Jeague assembly on its immigration 
issue.

His right to buy gasoline with a 
revolving fund ag the disposal of one 
of the state departments and to sell 
the product at retail is tested in a 
suit to prevent the issuance of state 
warrants in payment of gasoline. He 
has announced that he will continue 
to furnish coal for the coming win- 
ter. This is a private enterprise of 
his own in which he reaps no profit, 
vet he has adopted the name of the 
State Coal company for this activity. 
Called Guard for Mobilization Day. 


He has been accused of having had 
nothing to do with the fall in the 
price of gasoline. Opponents pointed 
out that when the price started down 
the governor claimed he had brought 
about the reduction, but when _ the 
price later went up he wrote Presi- 
dent Coolidge a letter in which he 
described the situation at that time 
as beyond the power of state to cope 
and demanded that the government 
take over the coal mines and gasoline 
properties and operate them unti 
congress could adopt regulatioris. Still 
later, when the price of gasoline had 
again fallen, the governor resorted to 
state competition as an _  éffective 
measure to help beat down the price, 
and little is being said about the 
necessity of federal intervention. 

“What about your refusal to com- 
ply with the wishes of the war de- 
partment in regard to a demonstra- 
tion on test day?”

RIOTING GRIPS 
VIRGINIA TOWN 


News of three nights of rioting be- 


tween the white an. negro population 
of Bridgewater, a_ colleg 
miles south of here, reached Harrison- 
burg today with resumption of cum- 
munication, interrupted by the over- 
flow of rivers and streams in this 
section. 

One white boy has been shot in the 
leg, a half-dozen -r inore negroes have 
been severely beaten and many others 
have been placed under arrest. Mayor 
Av~ey declared today, howevei. that if 
the negro population obeys his edict 
io remain off tae streets for several 
days che thought “the whole affair 
wil.. blew over.” 

The trouble grew out of remarks 
alleged to have been made late Sun- 
duy night by negro occupants of aun 
automobile, which collided with an- 
other on the main street o. Bridge- 
water. The white occupants of the 
other car in the collision resented the 
remarks and soon there was a free- 
for-ail fight. The disturbance was 
renewed on Monday night, about forty 
men and boys participating, and in 
t' "Tuesday iight round more than 
one hundred persons are said to have 
been involved. Charles Kibler, a 16- 
year-old white boy, was shot in the 
leg during this melee, whereupon: e 
cruwds, armed with club, set upon 
every negro found on the streets. The 
same scene occurred agair last night 
after arraignment of Faith Whitelow, 
negro, charged with firing the shot 
that struck Kibler, and other negroes 
charged with carrying concealed 
weapons. The latter were released 
when no arms were found on their 
persons,
